"The correspondent of the Shanghai Mercury 
writes under date August 26th i— ' f 
Forcign merchants in Chinkiang are still 
growling’ at the continued decrease ‘in, thelr 
business; various reasons are given by them 
asto the cause,but so fur as | know they have 
“not yet struck one of the chief, In one of 
the papers lately a letter appeated, evidently 
penned by them, in which the whole blame 
was thrown: on. the shoulders of H.M,’s Consul 
. and our Commissioner of Customs. “This was 
most unjust, for these two officials have ‘at.all 
times done their best to further the interests 
of all foreigners in’ the port even" under most 
trying circumstances.; in the matter, of transit 
_. passes, about which wo have hedrd.so much, 
‘sand which is the great cause of complaint it 
is the merchants themselves who are to blame 
~ for having been so short-sighted as to agret to 
the conditional rules in the first instance. These 
rules were agreed to many years before our pre-_ 
. sent Consul and Commissioner arrived, and this 
being the case, it is scarcely fair to blame them 
‘Hfthey find, it difficult to: rectify what the mer- 
chants now. think was a mistake. These two, 
officials have a ynost delicate task to perform;
